He was 
firmly of the opinion that it would 
eventually be shown that Alberta 


ALBERTA possessed one of the largest oil fields 


in che world and his great regret was 
that increasing. age. and other duties 
made it impossible for. him to take 
part in the work of discovery and de- 
velopment. 

The Report of the Dominion Geo- 
Icgical Survey for :yoo gives some 
information regarding Alberta oil, 
prospects which makes very interest- 
ing reading at the present moment 
with the various reports that are in 
the air, I is, of course, with the 
care and reserve of a scientific pub- 
lication. After, describing at length, 
the geological formation of the ter- 
ritory comprising the province, the 
report says:— 

“From this general ‘description, it 
will be seen. that the Cretaceous 
rocks which underlie almost the 
whole of Alberta have as their basal 
member, where exposed on_ the 
plains, the Dakota sandstone, a por- 
ous rock and a Suitable reservoir for 
oil. Ix, in turn, along its exposed 
(northern and eastern) borders at 
least, rests upon the Devonian, and is 
overlain by shales that would form 
an impervious cover. which might re- 
tain any oil that found its way into 
the Dakota sands. : 

“The Dakota sands are exposed 
along the Athabasca river and else- 
where in the north, where they are 
charged with tar to the extent of 
12 per cent. of the whole mass. The 
tar represents the residium of petro- 
along the exposed edges of the rocks. 
Natural gas and some petroleum are 
still escaping. McConnell estimates 
the area of Tar sands seen by him 
te amount to 1,000 square miles, 
which with an estimated thickness of 
150 feet, would give 28.4 cubic miles 
of Tar satis, or 6-§ cubic miles of 
tar, equal to 4,700,000,000 tons of bit- 
umen, Of course, the Tar sands 


amount of oil has escaped, but it is 
altogether improbable that this pro- 
cess has geno on indefinitely and 
that all has been drained off, for the 
hardening of the oil to tar effectively 
scals the openings for escape, and 
only the area neat the exposed edges 
is likely to have lost its oil content. 
That the distribution -¢ oil is proba- 
bly extensive, is indicated by the find- 
ing of tar in sands near the surface, 


ccuntry, apparently formed by the 
limited escape of oil from minor 
fractions in the rocks. Oil seepages 
also ocurs in southwestern Alberta, 
ir, South Kootenay pass, and the 
Flathead valley.” 

“The presence of immense tar 
fields along the outcropping edges of 
the Dakota in the north; the occur- 
rence near Egg lake and other points 
near Edmonton of Tar sands which 
scem to have been formed by oil es- 
caping from fissure; the oil seepages 
from the disturbed rocks in the 
mountains of southwestern Alberta, 
and the heavy véins of gas encoun- 
teted by boring in northern and east- 
ern Alberta.” :

That it should be the endeavor of 
the councillors to establish closer re- 
lations ‘between themselves and the 
electors iby the holding of periodical 
public mectings wren matters of im- 
portance occur. 

That the electors should be taken 
fully into the confidence. of the ad- 
Ministration on all matters, believing 
that if mistakes are made or. errors 
of. judgment. ‘committed the “people 
have an-elementary right to know all 
about it, and that full informatio 
concerning the letting of contracts 
and whe making ‘of appointments 
should be made intelligible and ac- 
cessible to all. i 

That the public expenditure should 
‘be closely sipervised, and that finan- 
cial transactions should be in charge 
of a specialist as:finance minister on 
the commission. board with a salary 
adequate to the position. 

We would recommend a careful 
study of the Health Department. with 
a view to its being remodelled on 
strinily modern. lines, 

We look with disfavor upon the ex- 
cessive centralisation of the city’s bus- 
iness now being initiated, and we 
would advocate he restoring of re- 
sponsibility to the heads of the de- 
partments and the ensuring that those 
heads are men of sufficient capacity 
in their own line to justify this con- 
fidence and pay them accordingly. 

We would advocate that a commit- 
tee be’ appoimted to consider the re- 
moval “of Trunk Railway. lines from 


the city, and the opening of the Hiid-! 


soh':Bay-+Reserve and Penitentiary 
site for settlement and commercial 
use, before any~  comprchensive 
scheme of Street Railway, water mains 
or sewer extensions can or should be 
undertaken, also the immediate ac- 
quiring of a large block of industrial 
property, tributary to our sewage and 
water systems, having regard to the 
location being where it is possible to 
give service with municipally owned 
freight lines, with a view’ to our city 
being eventually © the Terminal 
freight destined to our city by all the 
railways. We emphasize the neces- 
sity of its ‘being tributary to. our 
presemt sewage and water system in 
order that we --may- save hive ex- 
pense which would follow almost im- 
mediately the installation of a man- 
ufacturing section located on the pre- 
sent council’s proposed Beachmount 
Subdivision. 

We would further suggest that the 
time thas arrived for the City Council 
to seriously consider as to how our 
city is going to develop with ithe con- 
tinual accession of population that is| 
going on, with a view to the Egon 


ing of a civic commission as is done 
in all live cities of the world and the 
preparation of a plan along the lines | 
of which. development should be led 
anda logical and systematic expan- 
sion ensured and that all acquisitions 
of property for. city play-grounds 
or rural parks should be made in the 
light of a definite preconceived and 
scientifically prepared plan. 2 

We are thoroughly in favor of the 
unton of tour twin cities of Edmonton 
and Strathcona, and ‘believe that such 
union would be of great moral and 
material benefit to both. 

We are not in favor of giving direct 
bonuses to attract industrial concerns, 
but believe that the same effect would 
be obtained by the abolition of the 
business ttax, at whe same time lighten- 
ing the burden ‘of those patriotic citi- 
zens who ‘have so well and so inde- 
fatigably built up the commercial fab- 
ric of this city. 

We are of the opinion that no 
time should Le lost in securing an 
East End Bridge and any other ar- 
iteries of communicition that the in- 
dustrial needs.of the city suggest, and 
which it will be our duty and endea- 
vor to study and promote. 

We feel that the present system of 
government does not afford sufficient 
facilities for the aldenmen to gain the 
fullest information concerning the 
city’s ‘business and for actually parti- 
cipating in the shaping of civic policy, 

e would suggest that the council 
committees attend and assist the com- 
missioners in the discussions of mat- 
ters affecting their committee, and so 
be‘in a position when reports come 
before the council to intelligently re- 
present the people’s interests. 

We will welcome the establishment 
of a central Free Library for Edmon- 
ton, but will endeavor also to extend 
the advantages of same by ithe estab- 
lishment tof branch reading rooms in 
the outlying parts of the city where 
wecate cotivinced such places would 
prove of incalculable moral and int- 
telléctual benefit to the citizens ‘n 
these parts. 

In conclusion we shall hope ‘to 
have frequent opportumities of further 
explaining our views, and have no 
hesitation in assuring you that if 
elected your interests will be our in- 
terests and the welfare of the city 
our constant preoccupation.
